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PREFACE 


This  biographical  record  portrays  insofar  as  informa¬ 
tion  is  available,  as  accurately  as  is  possible,  and  as  com¬ 
pletely  up  to  the  present  date  as  can  be  secured,  the  John 
Ludwig  Haberle  and  Mathias  Mutchler  families,  and  their 
descendants • 

To  date  it  has  been  impossible  to  verify  the  report 
that  John  Ludwig  Haberle  had  a  brother  who  followed  him  to 
this  country  but  was  never  again  heard  from* 

The  name  Heverly,  as  found  in  records  taken  from  the 
old  German  Heverly  Bible  and  also  from  a  baptismal  certif¬ 
icate,  was  originally  spelled  Haberle.  Investigation  re¬ 
veals  this  spelling  was  changed  to  Heverly  by  John  Heverly, 
eldest  son  of  John  Ludwig  Haberle.  The  name  Mutchler  was 
originally  spelled  Mutschler. 

The  idea  of  this  record  was  conceived  ten  years  ago 
by  my  son,  Hollis  Heverly  Frcss.  Had  I  realized  then  the 
task  ahead  of  me,  the  difficulty  of  securing  dates,  and 
historical  facts,  which  we  all  seem  to  be  too  busy  to  record 
I  would  probably  have  resisted  my  desire  to  leave  behind  me 
a  record  which  may  some  day  prove  valuable,  not  only  to  you 
and  your  family,  but  to  children  yet  unborn. 

The  readers  of  this  booklet  may  discover  some  errors 
of  date  and  fact,  as  the  information  contained  herein  was 
supplied  by  many  individuals,  and  taken  from  many  different 
sources  such  as  old  family  Bibles,  diaries,  old  records, 
etc.  However,  insofar  as  the  writer  could  determine,  all 
data  is  as  accurate  as  can  be  secured. 

I  would  welcome  any  further  data,  facts  or  correc¬

Their  birth¬ 
place  was  Pf luderhausen  Kingdom,  Wurtenburg,  Germany. 


This  venerable  couple  came  to  America  in  1824,  bring¬ 
ing  their  seven  children  with  them.  Their  vessel  was  a  three 
master  and  required  fifty-six  days  to  cross  the  ocean. 

Going  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia  by  boat,  they  bought  a 
horse  and  wagon  and  continued  on  to  Williamsport,  and  even¬ 
tually  to  Blockhouse,  Pa.  where  they  bought  and  cleared 
fifty  acres  of  land,  upon  which  they  built  a  log  cabin. 

After  a  number  of  years  they  moved  to  Crawford  Co.  Ohio.

New  Winchester,  Ohio,  his  death  occurring  Aug.  3,  1859  and

John  Ludwig  Haberle  was  bora  in  Qberamt  Marktflacken, 
Pf lunderhausen  Kingdom,  Wurtenburg,  Germany,  on  Feb.  19, 

1793.  As  a  youth,  he  served  three  years  in  the  German 
Army,  during  which  time  he  was  in  the  famous  and  well  known 
march  to  Moscow  with  Napoleon*s  troops.  Disaster  overwhelmed 
the  troops  by  the  burning  of  Moscow,  and  they  turned  back 
without  reaching  their  destination. 

|  In  1819,  at  the  age  of  26,  he  started  for  America  on 

board  an  old  sailing  vessel,  with  his  passage  money  being 
furnished  by  a  friend,  to  be  repaid  later  by  hard  labor  at 
$6.00  a  month.  After  being  on  the  ocean  for  three  months, 
experiencing  terrible  storms,  and  being  driven  back  again 

Sand  again,  the  ship  finally  made  a  safe  landing  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.  He  quickly  secured  employment  and  learned  the 
|  weaving  trade,  which  he  followed  for  many  years. 

|  Christiana  Catherine  Miller  was  born  Oct.  31,  1810 

in  the  same  town  as  John  Haberle,  and  came  to  America  with 
her  parents  in  1824  at  the  age  of  14  years. 

John  L.  Haberle  and  Christiana  C.  Miller  were  married 
Jan.  29,  1828  in  Tioga  Co.  Pennsylvania,  and  on  June  12, 

1839  with  their  four  children,  moved  to  Crawford  Co.  Ohio, 
where  they  resided  until  their  death.  Mr.  Haberle  passed 
away  on  Aur_>  14,  1873,  and  his  wife  died  July  10,  1878. 

They  were  both  buried  in  the  Shearer  cemetery  in  Crawford 
Co.  Ohio,  with  appropriate  Christian  services,  having  for 
niany  years  been  faithful  members  of  the  Evangelical  Church.
